Where the 
boards oould not be lifted they were 
"Awed out andtbe dripping cloths insert* 
ed in the crevicea. Quilts were hnngi 
wide all the window to preclude tht pt«- 
fi\ -ility of au early discovery of the fire, and 
inthememnry of the oldest hook and lad- 
der member no such bunglesome attempt 
to fire a houxe was ever made. Had the 
liuildiug Iteeu totally destroyed the ev 
deiict* of incendiarism would, of course, 
have l«>*»n wiped out, but owing to the 
heroic work of the firemen, they remain 
to occupy the attention of the innaran 
companies Tlie interior of the hotel is 
a total wreck. Tlie second floor in aev 
cral plftrt* Ml through to the first, and 
the woodwork is entirely burned from 
the walls. 
Mr. Fleming cannot account 


for the fire at his stable, but to the aver- 
age mind it is plain that the men wh< 
engineered the Mayer house fire, also 
pat a match to Mr. Fleming's barn in 
order to divide tlie lire ile].artrnent.
